Intelligence Tests. 


It is more than .four years since the United States Govern- 


ment finished with the tests which were designed to determine, 
at least for military purposes, the mental characteristics jind 
qualifications of drafted men. For an even longer period 
spasmodic efforts have been made in the schools to learn some- 
thing by the same method, and no one seems satisfied with the 
results. 


The fact of the matter is that the results of intelligence tests 


are so disheartening—if you accept them—that we might as 
well despair of the republic-, and no one wants to do that. Ac- 
cording to your race, or your intelligence quotie-nt, whatever 
that may be, you may regard them as indicating the necessity 
for the most rigid limitation of the franchise as well as of immi- 
gration, or regard them as altogether unfair in principle and 
practice, the ingenious devices of those who distrust democ- 
racy and entertain the narrowest of racial prejudices. 


Yet there must be something in these tests and, as a nation, 


we owe it to ourselves to learn what that something is. It may 
mean radical change in our immigration laws. It may even 
mean material modification of our governmental institutions. 
Who cares ? We ought to know and the United States Gov- 
ernment should find out for us, if it means mentality tests in 
every polling booth and head measurements along every street. 


The United States of America expects to be in business for
